most capable manner. 

Dr. Stewart who first took the floor 
dealt, in a general and pleasing manner 
with the relations between Knatorn and 
Western Canada. In hi:! remarks ho 
likened the Kastcrn and Western pro- 
vinces to older and younger members 
of a large family. Their difference 
he said wore just such family dif- 
ferences ami that in process of time 
they would grow out of them. Older 
brothers the speaker pointed out take 
responsibility for the care of their 
juniors and as a result indulge as a 
matter of right in much advising, 
criticizing, and sometimes paternal 
guidance, while the younger brother 
was inclined to be somewhat bump- 
tious. The tendency for the older 
members was to forget that the young- 
er had perhaps grown to the adult 
stage. He then went on to show that 
Ka?.te>rn and Western Canada are 
still subject to the old Colonial dif- 
ferences: that Montreal cannot yet 
show any enthusiasm for the St. Law- 
rence Waterway or the direct Hudson 
Bay route to Liverpool. AJ1 these 
he' said were the results of differences 
between older and younger brothers 
between East and West. 

Or. Stewart went on to say that in 
the past the West in a greater meas- 
ure even than the Hast had been guilty 
of excessive wastefulness. Urairc 
farmers, lie said; have not been farm 
Ing as they should have. They have 
ribbed the black loam that, rich skin 
of the prairie of its texture and fer- 
tilizing content and they have allowed 
weeds to encroach to a most alarming 
extent, lie pointed out thai, it is ah 
soliJtcly necessary to look ahead for a 
few years, to put something into the 
soil as will as lake away from II 
to practice rotation of crops. Dr. 
Stewart said tha.t weeds especially the 
Saw-Thistle are practically threaten- 
ing to dstroy profitable wheal farming, 
lie made it ejear that the farming 
position of the west is at present ter- 
ribly poor. The speaker said tha.t 
Westerners must not. treat their nat- 
urnl resources as », spéculation, but as 
.in investment which would only show 
results through hanl work, lie fur 
t.h or showed how the finest had been 
guilty of extravagance hut h pi-ovin 
chilly and municipally, one result of 
which is soon in Hie closing of one 
hundred and forty rural schools In 
Manitoba alone last year. Or. Stew- 
art was optimistic however and said 
that with all her Illimitable, natural

Visited Works of Dominion 
Bridge Company 

MANY TOOK TRIP 



Going to St. Lawrence Sugar 
Refineries Saturday 

Yesterday afternoon the Mechanical 
Club held a visit to the Works of the 
Dominion Bridge Company, Ltd. at 
Uachlne. The trip was well attended 
for a week-day excursion. On arriving 
at (lie Bridge Works tlio party reported 
their arrival to Air. II. W. MacMillan 
iho GcMciiil Superintendant anil then 
proceeded to Iho Old Main Shop. One 
interest ing feature about this shop is 
that it was built heforu the days of 
structural steel rolled sections and 
therefore the roOf trusses are made of 
wrought Iron. 

The first machine examined was an 
Inserted tooth planer for .dressing (ho 
ends of large structural beams that 
have hoon cut with an uuctylhui 
torch. The action of Mils machine is 
similar to I hut of a milling machine. 
Nearby a machine nulled a "Kiddle," 
Which consists of a bull head actuated 
by an cooeniiie, was slralghlonipg a 
long I. beam. In this shop there wero 
also a couple of radial drills and sev- 
eral air-driven riveters, a multiple 
punch, u Plate shear which will lake 
platen up 10 :i-l inch thick and Vi 
Inches wide, and an angle, shear cut- 
ting angles up lo R"x8"x7-K".

Va id whom the structural 11 1 eel is 
stored until roinihotl In the shops. In 
the contre of Hie. yard is a very pow- 
erful hen in shear which is served by 
throe fifteen-Ion overhead crane.H that 
between litem can rcuch any part of 
the yard. 

The parly proceeded lo II111 fiidror 
Show without visiting Iho I'ipn Shop, 
the Template Shop or the uld Power 
House. The nionl fnlcreuting machine

a. staggered Joint were being punched

Monlcàlm's Letter* Taken 
Back to Ottawa 

FROM ARCHIVES 

Many Manuscripts Here for 
Two Days During the 
Parkman Centenary 

One m the most htlercHtlns groups 
hi the I'lirkiniili Cenleiiary Bxblbltlon 
In the I, ilnaiy wan that lent by 
the . Dominion Archives Department, 
(II lawn,. It wan composed of a vol- 
ume id Pliers wi'lllen by Monlcalm. 
and several undent Canadian doeil- 
niciitft. Misc. I-:, A. Smillle, of the 
l'iibîïi: Archives, win, If III crjarge of 
lin- lent manuscript!!, told of their 
Intci'stlng hlHtory. 

Between ITatl arid ITiiD. Montciilm 
wrote about 1200 IctterB to his various 
lleiileniuitii. chiefly lo Levis. Vaudreull 
Bougainville and lïourliiinaipiç. These 
being Koml-offlcial papers view, car 
ried to I'Yanec at the close of the war 
In Canada, moslly by Bourlajriaque. 
There I hey were lost to sight, many 
years. When writing his histories, 
!•" rancis I'arkman discovered that all 
letters and orders of Montcalm had 
been taken to Prance. Ho followed 
t boni there and endeavoured to find 
IJicni . After fifteen years search be 
found them in the famoufl Phillips 
Collectiion. It appears that they had 
been sold very cheaply to some curio 
buiitcrs who had resold them. They 
changed hands continually until they 
camo Into the possession of .Mr. Phil- 
lips. 

About two years ago they ?gain 
became on sale and wero purchased 
by the Canadian Government for an 
immense sum. The six volumes only 
arrived In Ottawa last month. The 
Department ' was anxious to aid the 
Cenionary celebration and, when re- 
quested by Or. I.omer of \he Library, 
sent down the most important of Oie 
six volumes to Montreal. The let- 
tors shown hero wero front Mont- 
calm to Bouiiamaritie, who was sta- 
tioned cither at Isle aux Noix or al 
Cat'rillon. They were principally writ- 
ten by the French commander himself 
in an exceedingly small fine hand, 
but sovrral which bear his signature 
must havo been dictated to u socrc- 
t""\. Included in the book is a 
lottcr written by the General two days 
before his death, one announcing his 
death to Hourmalanue, and the sub- 
ordinate's sorrowful reply. 

Among the documents brought by 
Miss Smillio was one called •'Con- 
clusions of the King's Attorney," 
signed by the intendant Oupuy, that 
Hie body of a suicide 'be dragged face 
down through iho streets of the city, 
this day August 1», ltisfi. Others 
wero a "Cirant" of a land-lot in Quebec 
liy Governor O'Argenson, 165S, a na- 
vigation guide to the river, 1739, and 
the Commission of Louis XV to the 
Sieur do Sala berry to command tho 
ship, '1,0 Mossngei',' April 21, 1753. 
Many other grants of lands, partner- 
ship agreements, ami similar docu- 
ments were In the collection. Several 
piétines by .lames Peachy of various 
foi'ls and (owns i,r the old days wore 
also added to tho exhibit. Miss Smil- 
lle round il necessary tu rotuni to 
Ottawa lasl night, with the Montcalm 
Mlers, hut leaving tho rest of tho 
Archives Loan iiiiiU lt rurthcr dalo.

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DISILLUSIONMENT 



It is a common experience that the "Casllea in Spain," reared 
to imposing magnificence in the youthful mind, cruelly collapse 
when viewed in the cold light of developed reason. And it is un- 
fortunate that a university course should so often be the means 
of bringing to ruin such marvellous structures— at least it would 
be unfortunate if such a period of transition were not inevitable. 
The change marks the growth of a realization that in order to 
justify exsitence there are myriads of duties to perform requiring 
all the skill and mental powers provided by nature and that we 
must confine to our sleeping hours fantastic mental picture* of an 
earth where disappointment, effort, and pain are not necessary 
factors. 'In truth we have to descend from childish flights in ethere- 
al/ régions to face hard facts. 

One often hears such expressions as, "I have been sadly dis- 
illusioned," "Life is so disappointing." Their source is usually 
the failure of dreams to materialize in which self is placed on a 
pedestal becoming the centre and axis of the universe— romantic 
conceptions of the ego being the embodiment of all the virtue, all 
, the genius, which excites the admiration of all and which are ac- 
' quired without any effort. When the pedestal crumbles the idea 
is clear that there are millions of other humans who occupy just 
as important places in the scheme of things as ourselves and who 
are just as capable, or more so, of gaining an advantageous posi- 
tion in the struggle for survival. Yet disillusionment, while it may 
fade the rosy hue of youthful conceptions of the objects and aims 
of life,., .should not be the means of creating a sour temperament 
for the making of a pessimist.

The speaker then turned to the a pal- 




ling- waste all over Canada of human 
life by the deadly disease Tuberculosis, 
and in thlK respect he said the East 
was by far the greatest offender. 
Tuberculosis he pointed out is a com- 
munity disease and besides Killing one 
in eight in the east and one in lour- 
i teen in the v. est it wounds 'many more. 
Tuberculosis he said belongs to a 
■wrong faulty and incomplete civiliz- 
ation. He said that as regards the 
[campaign ?.nd fight being waged 
■against the disease no part of the 
"world was more successful than the 
west especially .Saskatchewan, which 
-province has the lowest death rate in 
the world. In concluding Dr. Stew- 
art said that students of the west in 
the east were ambassadors extraordin- 
ary, and that their education was ac- 
quired in order that they might live, 
exemplify and build up a better brand 
of 'CaimdinnUm than could inhcr- 
wi«e lie achieved. 

Dr. Caldwell who spoke nest said 
he had conic back from his European 
tour with great enthusiasm for Can- 
adians and the Western world, but he 
pointed out that the idea that Europe 
is played out is very orronoouB and 
that this new world ot ours has still 
a very great, .deal to loarn from the 
• Continent. The speaXer said that he 
.observed a very decided change for the 
better In the tone and atmosphere of 
Oxford und Cambridge, a greater free- 
dom and practicality was noticeable. 
Turning to Holland he said that some- 
thing of the Western spirit was to be 
seen in the new student movements 
•In Loydcn and other Universities. 
Br. Caldwell further said that he wa* 
tremendous!} impressed by the grow- 
ing national idealism of the Ilaliin 
youth. He said he observed endless 
signa of an attempt to bring about an 
elevated moral and intellectual utan- 
tlard. But hi- said the country which 
attracted and Interested him the most 
was Czecho-Klov:Lkia. At Prague ho 
said there wore two universities one 
Czech and one German at both of 
which he spoke on our Western condi- 
tions, also addressing the Kngllsh club 
by special request on the city of Mon- 
treal and probloms arising there. Dr. 
Caldwell said that students and edu- 
cated people In Prague wore very eager 
to hear of Great Britain and especially 
the overseas portion of the Umpire. 
Me .said the Czecka had an extraordin- 
ary admiration for Kngllsh Ideals, und 
that Kngllsh games especially football 
were tailing a great hold on the people. 
As an illustration of the Initiative and 
determination of the students Dr. 
Caldwell told of how the students in 
Prague iuxO with tln.dr hands, and 
meagre funds built very fine modern 
/rame dormitories. He said that the
